scourge because there is no 
other 


way of defending our 
civilization, 


our institutions and our honor. 
I 


do not assert that every person or 
corporation which may profit from 
war would incite war, but I do as- 
sert that all such persons that are 
not present to judge the controver- 
sies which may lead to conflict and 
inasmuch as they cannot be remov- 
ed from the great panel of the Re- 
public, they ought to 
be removed 


from the busines out of which the 
interest grows. It ought to be made 
impossible so far as the power of 
the government is concerned for any 
man or corporation to make money 
out of war. 


"We need just now, above all oth- 
er things, a re-baptism in American- 
ism. 
To me, Americanism 
means 


fidelity to American interests, loyal- 
ty to American institutions, 
pride 


in our past and confidence in our. 
future. 
It means a spirit that com- 


mands men to live for their coun- 
try, and if necessary, to die for it; 
'but I, for one, am not willing that 
Americanism shall be defined 
and 


standardized 
by millionaire muni- 


tion makers or by the 
brokers 
or 
bankers who smear their 
blood- 


stained profits.

Rooks also testified that Mrs. Mohr 
told him she could hire a couple of 
thugs to kill her husband. 


Today, the eighth day of the trial, 


found the introduction of evidence 
for the state still far from comple- 
tion. 
Several witnesses remain to 


be examined before the defense can 
begin its case. , 


James A. Logan, an attendant at 


the Rhode Island hospital, the first 
witness today testified regarding the 
removal of Dr. Mohr from the auto- 
mobile and identified 
the 
money, 


rings and envelopes 
found in the 


physician's 
pockets. 
The court 


asked if it was necessary to go into 
details about these things and J. J. 
Fitzgerald of counsel of Mrs. Mohr 
replied that it was. 


"We anticipate a possible 
de- 
fense," said the prosecuting attor- 
ney. 


Logan admitted 
that he 
found 


nothing in the left hand pockets of 
Dr. Mohr's clothing. This line of in- 
quiry suggested to the prosecution 
;hat the defense was attempting to 
show robbery as the motive. 


George W. Rooks, brother-in-law 


of Miss Emily Burger identified the 
card Mrs Mohr wrote him urging 
iim to persuade his sister-in-law to 
keep away from the physician. 


Miss Burger who was 
wounded 


when Mohr was shot, was his private 
secretary and the state claims that 
ealousy of her was one of the mo- 
ives that led Mrs. Mohr to employ 
ecil V. Brown and Henry Spellman 
o murder her husband. 


Rrooks is a brother-in-law of Miss 


Burger and was called to the stand 
after several witnesses had testified 
•egarding the removal of Dr. Mohr 
o a hospital and the disposition of 
articles taken from his clothing. On 
cross-examination, he denied that he 
had been jealous of the physician's 
attentions to 
Miss Burger or had 


lied to prejudice Mrs. Mohr against 
her husband. 


Rooks first 
identified the post- 


ard Mrs. Mohr wrote him warning 
um to keep his sister-in-law away 
rom her husband, which had already 
been olaced in evidence. 
He then 


dentified a letter he received from 
Mrs. Mohr on December 3, 1913. It 
was allowed to go into the records 
over the objection of counsel for the 
defense. $ It read in part: 


"My son Charles has told me that 


his father has taken him three times 
o call on Miss Burger. I am going 
o get after her. 
She is not going 


o get the best of me. I will kill her 
before I'm through with the whole 
matter. 
She is a low person •when 


he won't listen to a good 
woman 


ike me, who asks her to stay away 
rom my husband.

'Frequent necessity for repairing 


roads built supposedly well in past 
years emphasizes that "less haphaz- 
ard work 
and 
more construction 


conforming 
to 
approved methods 


must be obtained," Chief Engineer 
Herbert M. Sharp of the state high- 
way department told the stone man- 
ufacturers. 


"If you are interested in raising 


the standard of macadam construct- 
ed you must put quality before ton- 
nage of 
production. 
Your 
plants 


must be equipped to produce suitable 
stone for high class 
construction. 


The o-ld plan of dumping stone 
of 


various sizes, 50 per cent chips, and 
dust on the roads must give way to 
a road built according to approved 
standards." 


J. R. Chamberlain of the bureau 


of bridges, state . highway 
depart- 


ment, emphasized that 
contractors 


must follow more closely specifica- 
tions for construction of bridges. A. 
H. Hinkle of the department's bureau 
of maintenance and repair, also urg- 
ed material men to be more careful 
to screen their crushed stone to get 
specific sizes.

What It Really Is and How IU WavM 


Affect Our Eyes. 


IIow many of us could say what 


"light" IB? 


Could we explain why the gloom of 


tho streets seems mi-reused tenfold 
when we leave a well lighted room? 
And do we know why all of us suffer 
discomfort, if not actual puin. when 
from darkness we cuter a brilliantly 
lighted place? 


The discomfort on entering a lighted 


room after darkness is because the 
optic nerve, which receives light just 
as the drum of the ear receives sounds, 
is suddenly burdened with light rays 
before the pupil of the eye has had 
time to contract to receive them. The 
pupils dilate very much in the dark 
in order to admit every ray possible, 
and a dilated pupil cannot. wlthou.t 
discomfort, suddenly receive an abun- 
dance o| light rays. 


When the pupils contract there is an 


automatic adjustment to the quantity 
of light. 
When we "peer" we are 


really only adjusting our pupils. Go- 
ing from brilliant light to darkness, 
the pupils do not dilate instantly. 
They remain contracted and cannot 
for a time collect what light there is. 
So the darkness appears intensified. 


Cats, owls and other animals see in 


the dark because they have the power 
of enlarging their broad pupils and 
collecting light which is invisible to us. 


Light Itself is a fluid of luminous 


ether, which fills up the spaces in the 
air particles. It has an undulating vi- 
bratory movement, which strikes on 
the optic nerve, giving us the sensa- 
tion of "light."—Pearson's Weekly.
